He refused to state that the letter was 
from Prof. Fay, hut affirmed the re­ 
port that he had received a letter from 
an authority on mountain climbing in 
w’hich the w riter had made the asser­ 
tion that he had reached the top of 
Mt. McKinley and found there Cook’s 
records. 
Dr. Carmalt further stated 
that he had brought the matter to the 
attention of the American Geographi­ 
cal Society. Prof. Fay is said to be a 
former president of the Alpine club 
and an officer of the Appalachian club. 
He has done considerable mountain 
climbing and, according to the opinion 
expressed by several Yale professors, 
if he states that he has ascended Mt. 
McKinley his word will be credited 
among scientists everywhere.
